for administrative needs. The center, 
which will cost about $3.5 million to 
build, will be financed through a bond 
issue that will be repaid over the course 
of 10 years using Community Develop- 
ment Block Grants and Downtown De- 
velopment Authority funds. 

Linda Norman, the City's director of 
senior programs, was pleased with the 
turnout for the event. 





RHS Lady Eagles Win Title 


Romulus High School's Lady Eagles 
recently won their first district basketball 
championship in 20 years with a 53-35 
victory over Wayne Memorial High 
school. The Mega White champions 
then continued on to the regional com- 
petition, where they beat Mega Red co- 
champion Southgate Anderson, 51—37, 
before falling to Monroe, the other Mega 
Red champ, in a 62-58 overtime loss. 

The win over Southgate was the 
Eagles’ first-ever victory in a regional- 
level game. 

District spokesperson Dick Kruse 
called the regional final between Romu- 
lus and Monroe “high school basketball 
at its finest." An enthusiastic crowd of 
Romulus supporters traveledto Tecum- 
seh to watch the Eagles play the Mon- 
roe team, which featured a strong zone 
defense and a hot-shooting guard who 
made numerous three-pointers. Monroe 
built several six- to eight-point leads 
throughout the game, but Romulus con- 
tinuedto come back, with players seem- 
ingly appearing from nowhere to steal 
the ball, and eventually took a 43-42 
fourth-quarter lead. 

Monroe, however, answered with 
another three-pointer on its way to build- 
ing a 51—48 lead in the final minute of 
play. Then, with 3.8 seconds remaining, 
Eagles guard Paris Hawkins hit nothing 
but net on a three-point basket that tied 
the score. 
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Romulus was hampered by foul 
trouble in overtime play, as Candice 
Lawrence joined Janiece Armstrong, 
who fouled out during the final two min- 
utes of regulation time, on the Eagles’ 
bench. Monroe jumped in front, 61-52, 
before Romulus staged one last rally, 
shaving their opponent's leadto 3. Inthe 
final 10 seconds, Romulus had several 
opportunities to again tie things up, but 
misfired on all three shots. A final "frus- 
tration foul" ended the team's outstand- 
ing 22—3 season with a 62-58 loss. 

Head coach Rhonda Henry was 
very proud of her team's league and 
district championships, and is espe- 
cially pleased that star senior Ashley 
Sibby will be going to Tennessee State 
University on a full four-year basketball 
scholarship. 

According to spokesperson Kruse, 
a good deal of the credit for the team's 
Success goes to Henry herself. 

“Coach Henry has put in a good 
deal of time to develop her program,"he 
explained. "Besides conducting a sum- 
mer camp for girls in grades three 
through nine, she also coached the Lady 
Eagles in the Plymouth Summer League 
and coached a 16-year-old AAU team, 
as well, The AAU team —which included 
Lady Eagles stars Sibby, Armstrong, 
and Hawkins — advanced to the national 
AAU tournament by winning the state- 
level competition." O 


“Although it was cold, and wet, and 
we had only a few days' notice concern- 
ing the date of the ceremony, many of 
our friends turned out for the ground- 
breaking," she noted. "We were all very 
excited because it brought home the 
fact that our longtime dream will be- 
come reality in the very near future. 

"The realization brought smiles toa 
lot of faces," Norman added.. 

Among the many local dignitaries 
who attended the event was Mayor Alan 
R. Lambert. 
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“Romulus seniors deserve a quality 
facility," said Lambert. "We have been 
able to finance the project with CDBG 
and DDA funding, so we are doing this 
without additional cost to our taxpayers." 

The current Romulus Senior Center 
will remain open throughout most of the 
construction process. Later, when work 
is complete, both senior-citizen and rec- 
reation programs will be moved to the 
new facility, and the old building will be 
torn down. Lambert hopes that a new 
recreation center will soon follow. U

Vice President Cheney's pre-election 
political rally in just 48 hours. He then 
allowed Mr. Keenan to speak to us, and 
his voice brought an overwhelming 
amount of excitement to Stephanie, 
Brittney, Mark, and |. 

Mr. Keenan began to explain his 
business to us, and the more he spoke, 
the more unreal it seemed to get. He 
was asking us to cover the vice presi- 
dent's rally all weekend long at Romu- 
lus High School. All four of us began 
asking a million questions, and it was 
Mr. Keenan who began to feel over- 
whelmed as he said, "It looks like we've 
got the right group of kids here." 

| asked, "Why were we picked from 
all of the kids in school? Why Romulus 
High School?" 

"Your teachers and principals rec- 
ommended the four of you for this," he 
replied. "Your school is close to the 
airport and large enough to hold a lot of 
people, so it makes for an easy in-and- 
out for Mr. Cheney. That's important 
because he's visiting five states today. 

"As you know," Mr. Keenan contin- 
ued, "Dick Cheney is going to be in town 
Sunday at 11 a.m. for one of his last few 
campaign rallies before the election 
Tuesday. The White House would like 
to give you the chance to cover this 
event. You'll get the same credentials 
as the White House Press, but you'll be 
privileged with a little more information 
than they will have. Before the vice 
president speaks Sunday, you all willbe 
in the motorcade during all four trips to 
and from the airport. I'll give you more 
information tomorrow morning. The in- 
formation I've given you today is confi- 
dential, and you cannot tell anyone ... 
seriously. 

"I'll need some of your personal 
information just to do background secu- 
rity checks," he added. 

When | asked Mr. Keenan if | could 
have his number to call him and verify a 
few things, he joked with me and said, "| 
don't exist." At the time, only he knew 
that he was joking because it seemed 
so true, based on how TV portrays the 
White House life.

The next morning (Saturday, Octo- 
ber 30), Mark, Brittney, Stephanie, and 
| all showed up to the school at 8 a.m. 
Secret Service and other White House 
Officials filled the gymnasium. Maniak 
Productions, a stage setup company, 
was in the gym preparing for Sunday's 


rally. 


After taking several pictures, Mark 
and | stuck around to help Maniak Pro- 
ductions. We saw this as a good oppor- 
tunity to help out and do some commu- 
nity service. Mark and! unloaded equip- 
ment off the semitrailers and set up 
close to 100 stage decks. Each deck 
weighed about 200 pounds. 

As we setup the stage, White House 
officials were all around us, directing us. 
Every time we thought we were finished, 
a picture of the stage was sent to the 
White House. The White House would 
determine if the stage was acceptable 
or not. As a security precaution, the 
stage had to be in the right spot, right 
down to the inch. Mark and | must have 
moved the stage several differenttimes, 
which wasn't easy; those stage decks 
were extremely heavy. By 7 p.m., we 
still didn't have the stage set perfectly. 

After putting in 12 long, hard hours 
of community service, Mark and | went 
home. Mr. Keenan and the people from 
Maniak Productions insisted we take 
$20 to buy ourselves dinner. We tried to 
refuse, but then Mr. Keenan told us that 
if we didn't take the money, we wouldn't 
be allowed to be a part of Sunday's rally. 

Before wecalleditaday, Mr. Keenan 
gave us some inside information. The 
gym was shadowed by black curtains. 
Mr. Cheney would arrive through the 
back door of the gym and wait in the 
women's locker room until it was his 
time to speak. No one would see him do 
this. Behind the school, many Romulus 
school buses were parked strategically 
SO no one could see when the vice 
president was entering or exiting. Secu- 
rity was very tight, and the Secret Ser- 





vice didn't miss a thing. 

At 8 a.m. Sunday, the four of us 
arrived at the school, dressed appropri- 
ately in suits, ready for this once-in-a- 
lifetime opportunity. With Romulus High 
School security guard Jeannie Voight 
driving our minivan, we left for the air- 
port in the motorcade. Mrs. Voight was 
as excited as we were to be apartof this 
event. Until 8:30 a.m., we took notes 
and pictures; by 9 a.m., we were inside 
the airport. Mr. Keenan explained secu- 
rity procedures while helicopters circled 
overhead, looking for suspicious activ- 
ity. Surrounding buildings and all 48 
motorcade cars were checked by police 
dogs for explosives. All vehicles were 
parked side by side, bumper to bumper, 
two feet apart. Everything was done by 
the book. 

With sometime to burn, Mr. Keenan 
took us into a hangar housing Mr. 
Cheney's car, along with the Detroit 
Tigers' and Redwings' team airplanes. 
Mr. Cheney's vehicle was a brand-new, 
solid black, luxury Cadillac. We wit- 
nessed the driver put the White House 
Seal on the car. When | asked what 
special things had been done to the 
Cadillac, Mr. Keenan said, "! can't tell 
you; justlisten toitidle." The carsounded 
like Dale Earnhardt, Jr.'s NASCAR vehi- 
cle. It was easy to see that the windows 
were very thick and bulletproof. 

At 10:30 a.m., escorted by two 
F-14s, the vice president's plane, Air 
Force Two, landed. Mark, Brittney, 
Stephanie, and |allran tothe plane. We 
were the only people among the press 
being permitted to do so. As Mr. Cheney 
exited the plane with his wife and three 
grandchildren, we watched in awe and 
took pictures as he shook hands with 
our city councilman, LeRoy Burcroff. 

"| think it's important to have some- 
one from the City present for this impor- 
tant occasion," said Mr. Burcroff. 

As the motorcade headed back to

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Freight Building Finds New Home in Historic Park

On November 3, 2004, Romulus's 
historic Wabash Freight House made 
its way west on Goddard Road, then 
south on Hunt Street, to end up in Rom- 
ulus Historic Park. The building is the 
third structure to be relocated in the park, 
which is also home to an 1839 school- 
house andthe 1855 Samuel R. Kingsley 
house, along with a 1940s-eracaboose. 

The freight house will undergo a 
restoration process that will include a 
new roof as well as repairs to the walls, 
floor, and rafters. A 10'x50' deck and 
wheelchair ramp—reminiscent of aload- 
ing dock that was originally connected 
to the building — will also be erected. 

The freight house, estimated to be 
about 100 years old, is the city's only 
Surviving railroad structure from the turn 
of the twentieth century. At that time, 
there were five buildings that served the 
railroad: a station for both the Wabash 
(now the Norfolk Southern) andthe Pere 
Marquette (now the CSX) railways, an 
interlocking tower to control the two 
lines, a coal shed, a shed used to store 
milk that was transported by rail on a 
daily basis, and the freight house that is 
the subject of this article. 

There were also three service sheds 
east of the interlocking tower to serve 
the signal maintainer, the Wabash sec- 
tion gang, and the Pere Marquette sec- 
tion gang. (Section gangs kept the tracks 
in good repair.) 

The freight house was originally 
located on a wye that connected the 
Wabash line to the Pere Marquette line. 
It was used to transfer anything less 
than afullcarload of freight from one line 
to the other. It has two sliding doors and 
transom windows located above the 
doors. There are three windows on the 
back of the building, and one window on 
the end of each building. The windows 
were located high up on the walls in 
order to prevent the loads of freight from 
blocking the available light that would 
enter the building. Because the freight 
house was designed to carry heavy 
loads, it features balloon construction 
with a 10"x10" perimeter beam and 
3°x10" floor joists that support 1" floor- 
boards. The 14' high walls are board- 
and-batten construction supported by 
2°x6" studs. A 3"x6" double top plate 
supports the rafters. 

The freight house is now in its third 
location. It was constructed sometime 
prior to 1907, as documented by a post- 
marked picture postcard depicting the 
structure. This postcard — supplied by 
the late Charles Lau in 1996 — was also 
used to approximate the original location 
of the building. When the card was seen 
by Romulus resident Don Dohaney, a 
local railroad buff familiar with the fact 
that a railroad building existed in the old 
lumberyard, he made the connection

between the two. (An enormous en- 
largement of the card can be seen on 
the back wall of the Bob Evans restau- 
rant on Flynn Drive in Romulus.) 

The structure's originallocation was 
finally pinpointed when Romulus Histori- 
cal Commission member Gerald Wend- 
land discovered a Sanborn map, drawn 
up in 1919, in the historic archives lo- 
cated in the Kingsley house. The map 
also indicated that the freighthouse had 
a 10'x85' deck, and that there had been 
a stockyard northeast of the building. 

At some point between 1919 and 
the 1930s, the freight house was moved 
a short distance east to the Harris Lum- 
beryard, located at 36036 Goddard 
Road, to be used as a Storage building. 
Eventually, Homer Harris sold his busi- 
ness to Romulus Johnson, and the yard 
became Johnson Fuel & Supply. The 
company, which Johnson operated with 
partner Don Nelson, supplied coal, fuel 
oil, ready-mix cement, and lumber to 
the Romulus community. It closed down 
in the 1990s. 

The freight house, no longer on the 
railroad tracks, was in an obscure loca- 
tion. It was further "concealed" by the 
construction of a two-story addition that 
included a storage area downstairs and 
a two-unit apartment upstairs. (The 
apartment — occupied by the family of 
longtime Harris Lumberyard and John- 
son Fuel & Supply employee Jerry 
Arquette — appeared to have been built 
in the 1930s or '40s.) The addition was 
constructed in such away thattwo gables 
came together to form a valley in the 
roof. This caused an extensive amount 
of damage to the roof boards andrafters. 
On the plus side, however, the addition 
protected the back wall of the building 
from the elements. When the wall was 
again exposed, a two-tone paint job 
(matching the paint scheme on the afore- 
mentioned postcard) was revealed. 

Talking with various area residents 
turned up a good deal of other valuable 
information aboutthe history of the freight 
house. Merlin Lemmon, who worked in 
the interlocking tower from 1952 to 1979, 
could only recall seeing the building at 
the Johnson site. Hubert Staten had 
information about the freight house from 
his days as a Harris Lumberyard employ- 


ee. Staten, who began delivering coal 
and lumber in 1949, said that the build- 
ing was used to store bags of cement. 

Jack Schick, Sr., another longtime 
Romulus resident, proved to be an es- 
pecially good source of information. His 
godfather, Carl Spicer, worked at the 
interlocking tower seven days a week 
from 1914 to 1954. Schick, born in a 
house next door to the railroad depot In 
1922, regularly visited his godfather at 
the tower from the time he could walk. 
(His house was located on what is now 
the Comerica Bank parking lot.) 

Schick recalled that the railroad's 
need for the building gradually dimin- 
ished because of a decline in freight 
business. Unfortunately, even though 
he spent a great deal of time on the 
railroad property, he could not recall 
exactly when the building was moved to 
the lumberyard. 

Later, as a Romulus High School 
student, Schick spent a summer vaca- 
tion (1938 or 1939) working atthe Harris 
Lumberyard, running a machine that 
produced cement block. By that time, 
he says, the freight building had already 
been moved. 

In August of 2002, the entire lum- 
beryard complex was slated for demoli- 
tion by Tom Fraser, who purchased it 
from Romulus Johnson in July of 1998. 
| was unaware of the plan until | hap- 
pened to see the demolition equipment 
as | was driving down Goddard Road 
one day. | spoke to Fraser about sparing 
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the freight house, andhe was agreeable. 
Arrangements were made to have Dr. 
Mark Camp—a Railroad Station Histori- 
cal Society member from Toledo, Ohio 
—come to Romulus to look at the build- 
ing. Using the postcard and noting vari- 
ous features of the building, he was able 
to make a positive identification. (Atthat 
time, Camp photographed the building 
in case it would not be saved, and put it 
on the "endangered buildings” list.) 
Tom Fraser, along with Historical 
Commission members Terrell Bird and 
Ken Widman, went before the Demoli- 
tion Board to get permission to modify 
the plan. Then Fraser, Commission 
member Bill Crane, and | approached 
the Romulus City Council about the 
project. The restoration idea received 
the support of the council, and a letter 
was drafted to Tim Keyes, director ofthe 
Community Development Department. 
Commission vice-president Cathy Morse 
and | also met with Mayor Alan R. Lam- 
bert, who gave his full support, as well. 
The next step in the relocation pro- 
cess called for having the City accept 
the building from Fraser. (In the past, 
Romulus accepted the schoolhouse, 
now used as a museum, from Skip 
Overmeyer, and the Kingsley house from 
Eugene Perecki.) In the end, the City 
bought the former lumberyard property. 
A search began for funding for the 
project. In May of 2003, Commission 
members Frederick Hay and Mark Lew- 
kowicz each pledged $500 toward the 
project. (Later, during the Commission's 
November 9, 2004 meeting, member 
Virgil Varner donated an additional 
$250.) Community Development Block 
Grant funding was also sought, but ini- 
tial applications were unsuccessful due 
to various changes in Department of 
Housing and Urban Development (HUD) 
rules. Eventually, after providing addi- 
tional photos and documentation (in- 
cluding statements from Dr. Camp and 
historical architect Gary Cooper of Ann 
Arbor), HUD finally gave Wayne County 
and the City of Romulus permission to

go ahead with the project in September 
2004. 

Progress is nowcontinuing ata fast 
pace. On October 11, the Romulus City 
Council awarded contracts for the mov- 
ing and restoration of the building. His- 
torical Commission member Maria Lam- 
bert and | attended the meeting, during 
which | thanked both the mayor and the 
council for their continued support. 

On October 21, Bob's Tree Service 
and the Romulus Department of Public 
Works removed a cottonwood tree from 
Historic Park. The tree, which was start- 
ing to die, would have endangered the 
freight house and the rest of the park, if 
left standing. 

On October 22, the freight building 
was cleaned out by the 34th District 
Court's Community Service Work Crew. 
The group removed four platforms that 
were not original to the building, as well 
as bags ofhardenedcementandagood 
deal of miscellaneous debris. The ma- 
terials were disposed of in a dumpster 
donated by Waste Management. 

That same day, six pine trees were 
moved from Historic Park to the other 
side of Hunt Street. They now provide a 
barrier between the Kingsley house and 
the residential property on its south side. 

On October 28, the footing was dug 
and poured. The concrete was donated 
by the Osborne Concrete Company. Six 
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days later, the building was relocated by 
C&A Building Movers of Berville, Michi- 
gan. The Comcast cable company and 
Hy-Lines Utility Services donated their 
services to move any wires that ob- 
structed the building's path. News crews 
from WJBK-Channel 2 and WDIV-Chan- 
nel 4 were onhandtofilm the event, and 
both networks ran the story on their 5 
p.m. and 11 p.m. newscasts that day. 
On November 6, a block foundation 
was installed; the building was lowered 
onto the foundation on November 16. 
Restoration of the building should 
be completed very soon. Materials were 
obtained from an Amish lumber mill in 
northern Michigan, one of the only places 
to get materials that are the right size for 
a 100-year-old building. Restoration will 
be performed by R.J. Perry Carpentry. 
At this time, donations are needed 
for a number of projects, including the 
purchase of additional paint, completion 
of a sidewalk between the freight house 
and the caboose, and repair of the lawn 
sprinkler system. Funds are alsoneeded 
for the installation of electrical service in 
the building. Donors who contribute at 
least $500 to the project will have their 
name inscribed on a plaque that will be 
displayed in the freight house.
